Yamaha's 
Eddie Lawson passed Honda- 
mounted fellow American Randy 
Mamola on the last lap to take 
second, while Raymond Roche 
finished fourth on another Honda. 
Lawson still has a strong lead in 
the points, with 81 to Spencer's 
57. Roche (51) and Mamola (42) 
follow. Anton Mang won the 250cc 
GP over defending World Champ 
Carlos Lavado; Wayne Rainey was 
sixth. 


Northern California's Ted Gansber- 
ger appears to be shooting for the 
honor of the world's fastest and slow- 
est rider. The Expert trials rider took 
an unfaired, unstreamlined Honda 
750 to a new speed record of 218.443 
mph on El Mirage Dry Lake on May 
6. This is also the fastest speed ever 
run on the lake, besting Don Vesco's 
run in a streamliner by 11 mph. 


Kawasaki Ninjas finished 1-2-3 in 
the June 8 Production race at the 
Isle of Man Classic TT. Winner 
Geoff Johnson won the three-lap, 
115-mile race in one hour, four 
minutes, 30.4 seconds for an 
average speed of 105.282 mph, a 
new record. Runner-up Barry 
Woodland set a new one-lap record 
of 106.48 mph, and Howard Selby 
finished third. 


“T’ve been in a lot of races where the 
wind was blowing harder than it was 
here, but of course those were all sail- 
boat races," said Road America Na- 
tional winner Mike Baldwin in de- 
scribing weather conditions at the 
Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin, event. 


Honda's Eddy Lejeune won the 
June 10 World Championship Ob- 
served Trials round held at Wat- 
kins Glen, New York. Protests fol- 
lowing the event altered the finish- 
ing order originally announced. The 
jury heard the protests and award- 
ed the win to Lejeune who picked 
up 31 marks on the day. Second 
with 34 marks was Thierry Michaud 


'(Fan), while John Lampkin (Fan) 


was third with 35. Bernie Schreiber 
(SWM) won the National Cham- 
pionship round that ran with the 
World Championship event. Brian 
Young (Fan) won the Sportsman 
National on Saturday. 


A friend (who wishes to remain anon- 
ymous) of one of our staff members 
just completed what we'll call the 
One Lap of Okinawa.

Legal theory 


Iread with interest your Risk column 
concerning Wayne Montoya in the 
June 6th issue. 

The legal theory you touch on is 
essentially correct. I advanced the 
same approach in successfully repre- 
senting John Glover versus Sears 
Point following his impact with a 
deer in turn nine while on his TZ250. 
A rider signs a release prior to racing, 
but the rider is only going to be held 
to be releasing those rights that at- 
tach to risks he reasonably expects to 
be facing. Secondly, he never releases 
his rights to hazards that are negli- 
gently created by the track itself. The 
track knew about the deer (a death 
between turns seven and eight plus a 
couple of prior injury incidents) and 
a solution existed to the problem. 
Witness Vance Breese, and his deer 
flag and “puma piss" solution to the 
problem. 

By analogy Laguna knew all the 
same things, ie. they knew that a 
rider might suffer significant en- 
hanced injury crashing in that corner 
unless they reshaped or moved some 
dirt. A simple (and relatively cheap) 
solution involving nothing more than 
a few hours with a D-9 tractor.

Mike Baldwin 
scores at Road 
America

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 10 


Mike Baldwin, with a flawless ride aboard 
his factory-backed Honda RS500, broke a 
personal string of bad luck at Road America 
to win the Formula One National during 


the Honda Super Cycle Week- 


end of racing. 

Baldwin, in his two previous 
rides at the track, failed to fin- 
ish one complete lap in either 
National. On this day, the bad luck 
fell on last year's winner, Miles 
Baldwin. A broken crankshaft in 
Miles' Shoei/Cam-2-sponsored 
Yamaha TZ750 put the popular 
Canadian rider on the sidelines after 
a rousing nine-lap duel for the lead 
with Mike Baldwin. 

Nick Richichi, on another TZ750, 
was in contention for the lead until 
he was nearly blown over by a gust of 
wind. He inherited second on his 
Shoei/GS Performance/ND-spon- 
sored machine when Miles Baldwin 





retired and he then rode a steady race, 
closing to within 18.3 seconds of 
Mike Baldwin at the flag. 

Honda RS500 riders in the form of 
MacLean Racing's Richard Schlach- 
ter and Sure-Fire/ Burt Bigony-spon- 
sored Randy Renfrow finished third 
and fourth with Doug Brauneck put- 
ting his privateer TZ750 into fifth. 

Mike Baldwin, the 1982-83 AMA 
Formula One Road Race Champion, 
leads the Formula One point stand- 
ings after two rounds by a two point 
margin, 24 to 22, over Richichi and 
Schlachter. 

While skies were clear in contrast 
to Saturday's on/off drizzle, the wind 
had picked up and gusts of 20 mph 
and higher were common, and 
bothered all riders. The estimated 
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Two-time U.S. Champion Rich Schlachter and his MacLean Racing 


RS500 finished third. 





25,000 spectators spread out around 
the four-mile, 14-turn track in the 
emerald green countryside didn't seem 
to mind. 

This was the first National to run 
under the new AMA rule which lim- 
its the starting field to the 25 fastest 
riders in timed qualifying plus an 
additional five at the promoter's 
option. Those riders not qualifying 
for the National run a consolation 
race. 

Mike Baldwin grabbed the pole 
with a 2 minute, 25.491 second lap. 
Richichi, Schlachter, Miles Baldwin 
and Honda RS500-mounted Wes 
Cooley filled out the front row. Ren- 
frow, who broke second gear in his 
transmission on his first lap of quali- 
fying and didn't make the top 25, was 
lucky to get into the added five at the 
back of the grid. Among those who 
didn't was Rueben McMurter. 

Mike Baldwin led the opening lap 
of the 18-lap final to within 50 feet of 
the start/finish line where Richichi 
drafted past with Miles Baldwin, 
Schlachter, Cooley, TZ750-mounted 
Art Robbins and Brauneck follow- 
ing. Renfrow had already carved his 
way to eighth. 

The Mike/Miles/Nick show became 
Mike/Miles on lap four when a gust 
of wind hit Richichi as he was exit- 
ing a turn and nearly blew him off 
the track. “I got slammed broadside 
by the wind and by the time I recov- 
ered and got my concentration back I 
had lost about eight seconds and any 
chance of closing back up on Mike 
and Miles,” said Richichi. 

The average speed at the end of five 
laps was 104 mph with Miles out 
front by a bike length. The two 
Baldwins continued to burn up the 
track in an exhilarating show of 
wheel-to-wheel, draft-and-pass racing 
between two veterans of the art. By 
lap seven the two had pulled out 13 
seconds on Richichi while Schlach- 
ter ran a lonely fourth ahead of an 
on-the-gas Renfrow. 

Gregg Smrz, in his first ride on a 
Honda RS500, parked his bike after 
running into undisclosed engine 
problems. 

The start of the 10th lap saw Miles 





with a three-bike length lead on Mike 
as the two streaked past the start/fin- 
ish line and blasted towards turn one.

Merkel in 
command all 
the way 


ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 9 
Honda's Fred Merkel put in a 
15-lap command performance 
at Road America to garner his 
third straight Superbike victory. 
Merkel's start-to-finish run out front 
was followed throughout the race by 
a duel between John Bettencourt and 
Sam McDonald, that was decided in 
McDonald's favor after an all-out 
drag race to the checkered flag. Kawa- 
saki rider Dale Quarterley put together 
a come-from-behind charge which 
saw him move from last off the grid 
after stalling his bike's engine to 
fourth at the finish. Rueben McMurter 
pushed his Honda through traffic 
from a back row start to follow Quar- 
terley home in fifth. 

Quarterley, on the Brockton Cycles- 
sponsored mount, took the pole posi- 
tion for the final by virtue of winning 
the fastest qualifying heat. It was 
Quarterley's first-ever time on the 
pole for a Superbike Series race. Mer- 
kel sat alongside after winning his 
heat, which was run in a light rain. 
Pietri Racing's Roberto Pietri had 
his Honda in third with the Team 
Leoni Cagiva of Jimmy Adamo — 
the only twin in the first four rows 
—fourth on the line. 

The threat of rain left riders with a 
tough decision: Run slicks and hope 
that if it rained the race would be 
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Texan Kevin Brunson leads Dale Franklin in Formula Two; Brunson won on 
his Armstrong. It was his first National F-2 win. 





tires, or start on rain tires or a combi- 
nation in between and hope that if 
only a light rain fell the race would 
not be stopped. Merkel went with 
hand-cut grooves in his slicks, both 
front and rear, while Bettencourt had 
grooves cut in only his rear tire with a 
slick on the front. 

"I'm jazzed,” said Quarterley before 
the start. “A front row starting posi- 
tion is always good, but being on the 
pole for the first time is really neat.” 
Unfortunately for Quarterley, he 
killed the bike's engine on the start 
and was some 300 yards behind the 
final rider off the grid by the time he 
got going. 

Merkel didn't wait for anyone and 
had established a clear advantage by 
the end of the first lap on the four- 
mile, 14-turn course. Bettencourt and 
McDonald were already into their con- 
frontation over second a good dis- 
tance ahead of Pietri. The battle for 
fifth was led by 1981-83 Canadian 
Superbike Champion Rueben Mc- 
Murter on the Sports Afield/Interna- 
tional World of Motorcycles/ Action 
Accessories/Shoei/Dunlop Canada/ 
Phoenix Racing-sponsored Honda. 
Mike Harth, Glenn Barry, Ricky 
Orlando and Rick Chambers fol- 
lowed. 

By the fifth lap, Quarterley had 
sliced his way through traffic in an 
attempt to catch the front-runners 
and was in seventh, 29 seconds behind 
leader Merkel. Adamo's chance at a 
top placing had gone away on the 
second lap when he had to pit to 
repair a throttle cable problem. Pietri 
was slowly dropping back, the victim 
of an engine oil leak. 

At the halfway flags, Merkel was in 
complete command ahead of the con- 
tinuing Bettencourt/McDonald bat- 
tle for second. Quarterley was up to 
fourth with McMurter right on his 
rear tire. 

Merkel was averaging 95.192 mph 
as the strung out field headed into the 
final five laps. Bettencourt held the 
upper hand at the start/finish line 
over McDonald on each lap as the 
two went at it for second all over the 
track. McMurter continued to hound 
Quarterley in their fight for fourth. 
McMurter was lucky to be racing 
after not even getting one lap of prac- 
tice before the final. 

"I was having all sorts of trans- 
mission problems," said McMurter. 
"It's a new bike and getting used to 
riding and working on a Honda after 
Kawasakis for a long time is a bit 
rough. Fortunately, Udo Gietl of 
Honda was nice enough to let Merlyn 





Plumlee of his crew give me a hand 
sorting out the problems I had.” 

Merkel’s overheating tires caused 
him to slow his pace quite a bit on 
lap 13 and the Bettencourt/McDonald 
freight train closed to within seven 
seconds. The gap was the same as the 
white flag, signaling one lap to go, 
was shown to leader Merkel. 

Merkel waved to the fans and his 
pit crew as he took the checkered flag. 
Then all eyes turned to the battle for 
second. McDonald pulled out of Bet- 
tencourt’s draft as the two charged up 
the uphill straight leading to the start/ 
finish line. McDonald pulled along- 
side and then moved past to lead the 
drag race to the finish by abouta bike 
length.

Poovey leads

Texan Terry Poovey led Ted Boody and 
Steve Morehead past the checkered flag at 
the conclusion of the Pabst Classic Half 
Mile which was run at Delaware State Fair- 


grounds in Harrington. The 
trio turned in the first Harley- 
Davidson sweep of a Camel 
Pro Series event this season. 
Both winner Poovey and runner-up 
Boody were aboard XR 750s out of the 
Tex Peel stable. Poovey was riding 
the XR normally ridden by injured 
Matt Rosowicz, which was being 
tended to by former dirt track ace 
Corky Keener.

leader Ricky Graham of Team Honda. 
Graham extended his point lead over 
Randy Goss, who finished ninth on 
the day, with the former Grand 
National Champion's total now at 
105 and the defending champ's 89. 
Promoter Jay Milligan reported a 
crowd that was “up from last year." 
The crowd and competitors had to 
tend with record-breaking temper- 
atures that saw thermometers soaring 
to nearly the 100-degree mark. The 
blistering sun contributed to a narrow 
groove track that with few exceptions 




















produced follow-the-leader racing. 
Time trials 


Unlike last year when three riders 
logged qualifying laps in the 25- 
second bracket, fast time this year was 
26.052 seconds. That time was turned 
in by Team Honda's Bubba Shobert 
and he took the $100 awarded to the 
fastest qualifier home to Lubbock, 
Texas. 

Rounding out the top five qualifiers 
were Poovey at 26.162, Boody at 
26.268, Graham with 26.32, and Goss 
at 26.345. 

Only 47 Experts posted for the 
event and everyone who took a qual- 
ifying lap automatically qualified 
for what would normally be a 48- 
man field. 


Heats 


Grand National Champion Randy 
Goss led the field through turns one 
and two at the start of the first 10-lap 
heat race that would see the first three 
finishers advance to the National. 
Goss led all the way to score a 
seemingly easy win, but behind him 
nothing came easy. Pole sitter Bubba 
Shobert was buried back in the pack 
at the start and after working his way 
up to fifth behind Randy Texter, 
Shobert pitched it away in turn three 
on the final lap. 

"I was trying too hard and went 
down in turn three," said Shobert. “It 
was my fault, but that's racing." 

Texter was a victim of Shobert's 
get-off: “I had no choice. I had to lay 
it down to avoid him. I got up real 
quick and completed the lap so I 
advanced to a semi. I’ll have another 
chance in that race and if I don't 
make it there I'll have to win the Last 
Chance Qualifier.” 

While Goss romped away up front, 
Canadian Jon Cornwell held second 








until three-time Grand National 
Champion Jay Springsteen, who was 
making his first appearance on the 
circuit in over a month, took over the 
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runner-up spot for good on the seventh : 


lap. Cornwell held on to third with 
Pete Hames finishing fourth. 


Poovey ran away with the second 
heat, leading every lap. Garth Brow 
held second all the way and after the 
initial lap shuffling it was Honda's 
Doug Chandler in third from the 
second lap to the finish. Tim Mertens 
and Gary Scott finished fourth and 
fifth, respectively. 

That the groove was completed 
was obvious when the second heat 
turned out to have been run some 
three seconds faster than the opening 
heat. The track was watered after the 
second heat. 

Heat number three turned out to be 
the fastest of the day and the fastest of 
the fast was winner Ted Boody. The 
checkered flag saw the tall Michigan 
rider crossing the line a good distance 
ahead of the Harley Owner's Group- 
sponsored, Eddie Atkins-tuned XR 
of Jim Filice. Third went to Okla- 
homan Ronnie Jones and his Warren 
H-D/Megacycle/Shoei XR. 

Former Grand National Champion 
Steve Eklund provided the fireworks 
in the third heat as he tried to make 
the outside cushion work. Only once 
did he come down onto the groove 
and that was on thesixth lap when he 
squeezed in between Filice and Jones 
in turn one. Eklund finished fourth. 

The fourth and final heat was a 
crowd-pleaser and the stars of the 
race were Morehead and Graham. 
Morehead and his Esquire/KK Motor- 
cycle Supply/Storz/Dragoo-spon- 
sored, Paul Cheiml-tuned XR led 
every lap but the one that counts. 
Dogged relentlessly by the Honda of 








` Graham, Morehead was able to hold 
the former champ off until the pair 
hit turn three on the final lap and 
Graham took the lead and went on to 
win. 

"It's easier to run second in a race 
like that," said Graham. “I watched 
Steve and knew where I could get 
him. I got under him in three and got 
the drive I needed to lead him across 
the line." 

Finishing third behind Graham 
and Morehead was factory Harley 
rider Scott Parker, who held off the 
challenges of fourth-place finisher 
Scott Pearson.

Pete Hames and Tim Mertens ran 
1-2 all the way in the first semi. With 
only the winner advancing to the 
National that left Mertens facing the 
challenge of the Last Chance Qual- 
ifier and the one advancement spot it 
offers. 

Third went to veteran Gary Scott 
after a masterful ride that started on 
the penalty line and then saw the KK 
Motorcycle Supply/Jack  Sisemore- 
sponsored former champ pick off 
rider after rider on the narrow 
groove. 

The second semi saw Californians 
Pearson and Eklund finish 1-2, 
positions they held throughout the 
race. Rookie Expert Mark Hartley 
finished third in the follow-the-leader 
race. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


The LCQ produced fireworks both 
on and off the track. After Belleville 
Honda/Megacycle-sponsored Mertens 
led the first eight laps, it was Gary 
Scott who ignited the explosion with 
what onlookers described as a daring 
but clean pass of Mertens in turn 
three on the ninth lap. Scott stayed 
on the gas a split second longer than 
Mertens as the pair came down the 
back straightaway side-by-side. Scott 
then stuffed his way inside of Mertens 
and took the lead for good. Mertens, 
moved out to the cushion, shook his 
head as he watched Scott pull away 
through turn four. 

Moments after the conclusion of 
the race, Mertens confronted Scott 
and according to on-lookers knocked 
Scott off the minibike the Ohioan 
was riding through the pits. Cooler 
heads prevailed and the pair were 
separated, leaving Scott to prepare 
for the National and Mertens to pack 
up. 

Junior National 


Ohioan Don Estep and his Ron 
Wood/Shoemaker Assoc./Steel Mas- 
ters/Best Machine/Smitty’s H-D- 
sponsored Wood-Rotax were unbeat- 
able at Harrington. Estep was the fast 
qualifier, won the opening heat, and 
then led the 12-lap final from start to 
finish. 

Following Estep home in both the 
first of two Junior heats and in the 
final was Californian Chris Carr, 
The Wood-Rotax rider escaped a col- 
lision with George Roeder II, on the 
first lap their heat race. Both riders 
went down in the incident that 
onlookers said was caused by Carr 
hitting the rear of Roeder’s Harley. 

Third in the Junior final went to 
Floridian David Miller, who had won 
the second heat. Miller was aboard a 
Harley sponsored by Mark & Karen 
Heinaman, MC Stuff and his parents.

Fast-heat winner Boody chose the 
hard-packed line near the grandstand 
wall for his starting position for the 
20-lap main event, with Filice squeez- 
ing in between him and the wall. 
Joining them on the front row, read- 
ing from the inside to the wall, were 
Morehead, Brow, Jones, Graham, 
Goss and Poovey.

Row two was occupied by Chandler, 
Cornwell, Hames, Parker and Pear- 
son. 

Missing from the grid was Jay 
Springsteen, who had become sick 
immediately after finishing his heat 
race. Moans and groans were heard 
from the crowd when they realized 
that the winningest rider in Grand 
National Championship history had 
scratched from yet another race due 
to the mysterious stomach ailment 
that has been his main adversary for 
the past several years. 

The diminuitive Filice pulled off a 
holeshot at the flash of the green 
starting light only to be greeted by a 
red flag as he crossed the line at the 
completion of a lap. Cornwell had 
gone down, unhurt, in turn three. 

The second start saw Boody get the 
jump on the field and he led Poovey, 
Morehead, Pearson, Parker, Jones, 
Filice, Graham, Goss and the rest of 
the field across the line at the end of 
lap one. 

Poovey planted his front wheel on 
Boody's rear wheel and the pair 
opened up some ground on the rest of 
the field as they circled the Harring- 
ton oval. Behind them came More- 
head, who had Pearson on his tail for 
the first three laps. 

Lap four saw Boody and Poovey 
still running as if they were chained 
together while Morehead's challen- 
ger was now Graham, who had 
dropped Pearson to fifth. 

Poovey stuffed his way past Boody 
as the pair led the tire-squealing pack 
into turn one on the fifth lap, but he 
drifted off the groove in turn two and 
Boody took over the point position 
again. 

Behind the front runners — Boody, 
Poovey, Morehead and Graham — 
came a single-file, wheel-to-wheel 
pack consisting of Pearson, Parker, 
Filice, Jones, Chandler, Brow, Goss, 
Scott, Hames and Cornwell. 

Lap eight saw Poovey take over the 
lead for good, although Boody kept 
him honest for the remaining 12 laps. 

While Morehead and Graham ar- 
gued over third, Filice took fifth 
away from Pearson on the 10th lap 
and the top six spots were locked in. 

All eyes were on the battle for third 
between Morehead and Graham. 
Morehead threaded the needle on the 
narrow groove lap after lap, resisting 
Graham’s every move. The intensity 
of their fight almost. proved to be 
their undoing as on the 17th lap, 
Graham got sideways diving into 
turn one behind Morehead and the 
former champ slid into the back of 
Morehead’s XR. They both nearly 
went down and only the wealth of 
experience the two have saved them. 
The incident caused Graham to back

off the pace a bit and Morehead 
crossed the line in third behind winner 
Poovey and runner-up Boody. 

The checkered flag also greeted 
Gary Scott who circulated slowly 
after a get-off on the 14th lap, a lap 
that also saw Hames retire from the 
race. Scott’s bars were bent down on 
the clutch side and Scott could have 
passed for Joe Petrali, Jim Davis, Red 
Wolverton or any other pioneer 
motorcycle racer. 

As Poovey took his lap of honor 
with the checkered flag; Tex Peel and 
his crew jumped up and down with 
delight over their 1-2 finish. “That’s 
the second 1-2 sweep by my bikes 
when I've loaned one out,” said Peel. 
“The other time was in 1982 when I 
provided a bike for Morehead after 
his had blown up in practice at San 
Jose. He won that race and Ricky 
(Graham) was second.” 

Poovey, Boody and Morehead 
popped the corks on champagne bot- 
tles in winner's circle and sprayed 
everyone within reach. 

“Lowe this win to Matt Rozowicz,” 
said Poovey. “I wouldn't be up here if 
Matt and Tex hadn't let me ride the 
bike. There's no way I can thank 
them and Corky Keener, who helped 
all the way, enough. Without them 
I'd be sitting in the pits instead of 
drinking champagne." 





The win was the eighth National 
victory for Poovey, who scored his 
first career win as a rookie Expert in 
1976. 

“I rode as hard as I could," said 
runner-up Boody. "You've got to 
give Terry a lot of credit. This gives 
'Tex and Harley-Davidson a sweep. 
The Hondas are working real good 
and Ricky and the guys are riding 
real hard so that makes a 1-2-3 Harley 
sweep feel all that much better." 

Morehead, a two-time Harrington 
National winner, was pleased with 
his performance. "After that battle 
with Graham in our heat race, I had 
Paul put on some taller gearing and 
it certainly paid off. I don't remember 
having a closer heat race and then a 
main event with the same guy before. 
I'm just glad that I was ahead of him 
in the race that counted.” .

Hammer wins 
24-Hour West

ROSAMOND, CA, JUNE 9-10 


Team Hammer didn't run into a lot of prob- 
lems, but they covered a lot of ground — 810 
laps/2025 miles — en route to the overall win 
in the WERA's 24-Hour West endurance road 


race at Willow Springs. It was 
the team's second-straight win 
in this years WERA/Dunlop 
series, and their first 24-hour 
victory. 

Second, 17 laps behind the winning 
1150 Suzuki-based machine, was the 
FJ600 Yamaha of Team Good Times 
from Texas. They in turn finished one 
lap ahead of California's Team Satyr, 
which rode a Honda 500 Interceptor 
entered and prepped by enthusiastic 
employees of the Product Research 
Department of American Honda Mo- 
tor Co. 

The turnout for California's first 24- 
hour endurance race was exceedingly 





light, with only 15 motorcycles entered. 
Twelve of those 15 were still running 
when the checkered flag fell at 3 p.m. 
Sunday, but the big-name teams from 
the eastern U.S. were conspicuous by 
their absence. 

“Team Ontario and Team Cowboy 
both promised to come out here and 
show us the way around, but they 
didn't show," said Team Hammer's 
John Ulrich. One of his teammates, 
Steve Baron, said, “The way we were 
running, it might have been a little 
closer, but I think we still would have 
won, even if they were here.” 

Running a stock 1150 Suzuki engine 
in a four-year-old Moriwaki chassis, 
Team Hammer (Joey Osowski/Ulrich/

Tim O'Kennedy) were favored from 
thestart. Quester/Sullivan appeared to 
be their biggest threat, with team regu- 
lars Mark Harlow, David Boggess, 
Jerry Holm and Michael Barrenburge 
abetted by Californians Rick Mitchell 
and Chris Crowell, both of whom 
know their way around Willow. 

The veteran Aldana played hare to 
the pack's hound in the first hour of 
the race, putting a lap on the field in 60 
minutes. One team was nearly on the 
same lap, Team Good Times (Joe 
Fisher/Charles Brothers/Bob Sellers/ 
Kevin Schwantz/Wes Goggins/Kenny 
Morgan/Davey Parson). However, 
Schwantz's excellent performance on 
the track was negated by the fact that 
he incurred a three-lap penalty for tak- 
ing an extra lap during the tire warm- 
up period. 

Running second at the end of the 
first hour was Team Satyr (Tom Hicks/ 
Rich Cox/Bob Oman/Paul Van Zuyle/ 
Dirk Vandenburg/ Jeff Haas) with 35 
laps on the ledger. Honda Gardena 
(John Wells/Larry Theobald/Steve 
Dyer/David Zirkle/Doug Toland) had 
their 500 Interceptor in third, with 
Quester/Sullivan fourth. 

Trouble started early for some teams. 
'The Santa Barbara Endurance Riders 
were still in the pits at the end of the 
first hour. “We were working all week 
on the engine and didn't get finished 
until 5:30 a.m. Saturday morning. Then 








in practice we blew a gasket, so it was 
an hour and 10 minutes into the race 
before we could get started," said a 
team rider later. Other teams having 
troubles included Team Thunder 
(black-flagged, coolant leak) and Bar- ` 
tels H-D (flat tire). The Bartels team 
was a favorite among the crowd; their 
machine was a police-model Harley- 
Davidson demo model lifted off the 
showroom floor and run stock includ- 
ing the extended front end. Their fix 
for the flat rear tire was to put a Tour- 
ing Elite from another street Harley, 
figuring that although run down in 
the center of the tread, there “was 
plenty left on the sides.” 

Team A.P.E. was in and out of the 
pits on a variety of problems; the first 
was a broken fuel line. In the second 
hour, Team PRRO from Arizona lost 
40 minutes replacing an engine after 
the first one broke a cam chain. 

By the end of the third hour, Team 
Hammer had covered 106 laps and had 
a four-lap lead on Team Good Times, 
who were wicking hell out of their 
machine and only one lap down, had 
there been no penalty. Team Satyr and 
Honda Gardena were on the same lap, 
102. Quester/Sullivan was another lap 
down. Those five teams were the crop 
of the field, everyone else at least eight 
laps down on the leaders, led by Team 
White Whale (Paul Geck/Paul Tom- 
sche/Tyler Turley/Doug Johnson/ 
Denny Schmidtkneckt).

By the end of the sixth hour, dark- 
ness was settling upon the field. The 
Kerker/Emgo/Arai/Maxi-Bore/MX- 
Fox/Cam 2/Dunlop-sponsored Team 
Hammer effort had accumulated 210 
laps to the point, six laps ahead of the 
competition. 

Teams employed different strategies 
for handling darkness: Team Hammer 
divided its riders into day and night 
crews, with those with night expe- 
rience (Aldana/Paulk/O’ Kennedy) 
handling the night section. Others 
used riders with extensive Willow ex- 
perience to do the bulk of the night 
riding (Weigl/Lockhart/Ferodo/ 
Dunlop/Arai-sponsored Quester/ 
Sullivan’s night riding was done pri- 
marily by Mitchell and Crowell; 
"We're the night riders," said Mit- 
chell), and others used the whole 
crew. 

Willow Springs has no lighting to 
speak of; the motorcycles made all the 
light for the night section, aided by 
reflective tape purchased by Team Ham- 
mer and paid for by a number of teams. 
And there were a number of stories to 
come out of the semi-moonlit night. 

Team Hammer had a couple of 
burnt-out lights and a flat front tire. 
But they continued to increase their 
lead; "Look at Aldana — it's dark, he’s 
burnt out one light and he’s still doing 
1:39s,” said a Team Hammer member 
about 10:00 p.m. 

Team Good Times had problems, 
because they were running too much 
lighting for the bike’s electrical system. 
“We had three lights and it was too 
much. They were going dim and we 
thought we were going blind,” said 
Brothers. "Finally they blacked out 
and I was off the course trying to get 
back to the pits and I fell into a ditch 
It knocked off one of the lights and that 
solved our problem.” 

For Team A.P.E.’s Frank Mazur, the 
night meant a journey of another kind. 
“Iwas going through turn two and all 








of a sudden I thought it was really 
slippery. Then another rider passed 
me and I saw his headlight beam. 
Then I realized that he was on the 
course and I was completely off it, out 
in the dirt!” said Mazur later. 

Other riders reported problems with 
rabbits crossing the track, and there 
was a reported near collision with an 
owl. 

Just past the halfway point, hour 13, 
Team Hammer had stretched its led to 
17 laps over the runner-up, now Team 
Satyr, 437-420. As a result of the light- 
ing problems Team Good Times was 
another four laps back at 416. Honda 
Gardena had amassed 413 laps; Ques- 
ter/Sullivan 411. 

Leading the second wave, so to 
speak, was the Yamaha FJ600 of Team 
America (Donald Parker/ Tom Hay- 
ner/John Glover/John Thornton/ 
Mike Johnson/Kai Brown) with 399 
laps, 10 more than the on-going battle 
between Team White Whale and the 
Suzuki of Team Works Racing (Rich- 
ard Kahn/Todd Griswold/Gary Di- 
on/Mike Reynolds.) 

Two teams were completely out of 
the race: Team Thunder was unable to 
cure its cooling problems with its 
VF1000F Superbike, and Team Shan- 
non Racing parked their Honda with 
a blown engine. 

Through the dawn hour Team Good 
Times made up time; quickly getting 
back on the same lap with Team Satyr, 
and they were making a race of it until 
the 18th hour, when they ran off 
course, dinged a rim and started a slow 
leak in the front tire. 

By the end of 18 hours Hammer's 
lead was 22 laps after covering 608. 
Team Satyr was two laps ahead of 
Team Good Times, 586-584, with Hon- 
da of Gardena and Quester/Sullivan 
four and six laps further back, respec- 
tively. 

The race for first had long since been 
over, and Team Hammer strategy fig- 
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The Tony Neasham Racing/Team 
Thunder VF1000F Superbike from 
Texas broke.

ured it that way as they slowed their 
pace to run 1:39s-1:41s and keep the 
bike running to the flag. 

Although Team Hammer’s lead 
dropped to 19 laps as Team Good 
Times came on to pass Team Satyr and 
then put four laps on them by the end 
of the 20th hour, it still seemed more 
than secure. 

However, the competition can make 
upa lot of time when your bike grinds 
to a halt in turn two, and such was the 
circumstance for the Hammer group 
in hour 21. Ulrich was on board at the 
time, andafter having thrownachain | 
he frantically started pushing the bike 
toward turn three, uphill. 

Ulrich got the bike up there, then 
coasted down on the dirt and into the 
pits, where the chain was replaced. 
The derailing chain had taken the 
alternator mount with it but no vital 
oil seals, so it was decided to run the 
ignition total loss the keep an eye on 
the battery. God bless whoever bull- 
dozed that path down the side of the 
hill," panted Ulrich. The incident 
only cost them about five laps, how- 
ever. 

Meanwhile Quester/Sullivan was 
making a run at Honda Gardena, pul- 
ling even with them by the 20th hour 
and ahead of them in the next 60 
minutes. 

The final hours produced few other 
changes. Team White Whale's fortunes 
took a turn for the worse when they 
broke a shock and shock mount in 
their bored-out GPz550, dropping them 
out of the race. 

After missing the first hour, the 
Santa Barbara Endurance Riders team 
had been steadily making up time, 
with riders Chuck Pace, Jeff Little, 
Marty Sharp and Tom Sharpe up to 
ninth and not far out of eighth. 

Behind them were two teams on the 
samelap, Team PRRO (Mike McChar- 
gue/ Jeff Anderson/Mike Williams/ 
Norm Benedum/Kevin Elliott/Tom 
Krause) and everybody's sentimental 
favorite, Bartels H-D (Terry Maves/- 
Bill Bartels/ Jack Grey/Rich Dohner/- 
Nigel Gale). 

Despite a few crashes (the spare parts 
bike was beginning to look danger- 
ously bare), Team. Lush (Chuck Wal- . . |- 








lace/Rick Seaver/Keith McKibbon 
David Markham) soldiered on; their 
450 Suzuki the only lightweight Pro- 
duction entry. 


Also running, albeit more in the pits 
than on the track, was Team A.P.E. 
(Dave Chubbock/Mazur/Pete Levin- 
son/John Littva/Paul Troutman). 

Although they changed the battery 
once to be safe, Team Hammer had no 
problems in the final two hours and 
romped home the winners of the event, 
42.5 miles ahead of the runner-up, 
Team Good Times. 

“Everything went well,” said team 
member Baron after it was over, "In 
general we had no problems, except 
for the chain and one tire failure. The 
engine ran great, so did everything 
else." 

"In terms of points, Quester/Sulli- 
van is our competition," said Ulrich, 
"and I'm real happy that we beat them 
and picked up a lot of points. We 
picked up a lot of points because 
mileage counts. I can't see anybody 
going this far at Nelson Ledges and 
you can only count one 24-hour in 
your points for the year." 

Brothers, of Team Good Times, 
thanked the group's sponsors, “Joe 
Fisher's University Cycles in College 
Station, Texas, is our main backer. 
Dunlop provides us with tires, and 
they did heckuva job." 

Team Satyrs Rich Cox was all 
smiles after the race was over: “not one 
problem it ran just like clockwork. We 
changed a couple of tires and that was 
it. The bike didn't miss a beat. That 
thing is fun to ride, let me tell you." 

Quester/Sullivan guest rider Mitchell 
was also pleased with the event's hap- 
penings: "one-hundred percent. Noth- 
ing went wrong; the only trouble we 
had was it took me about a half hour to 
get acclimated to riding at night with 
the lights." e

WERA/Dunlop National 
Championship 
Endurance Series: 


overpowers . 
Road Atlanta

BRASELTON, GA, JUNE 2-3 
'Team Hammer, the defending 
National Champions, showed 
why they carry Number One 
with a convincing win in the 
third series round at Road Atlanta. 
Team members Joey Osowski, Russ 
Paulk and Steve Baron took their 
Kerker/Emgo/Arai/Dunlop/ 
Cam-2/Maxi-Bore-sponsored Suzuki 
1150 prototype wire-to-wire in the 
race which was shortened from six to 
five hours after two crash-marred 
starts. Saturday's endurance race was 
followed on Sunday by a sprint pro- 
gram. 

The words drama and attrition 
best describe the race. Earlier in the 
week turns five and 12 were patched 
and the material didn't have enough 
time to cure properly. The surface 
began causing problems in Satur- 
day's practice. 

A field of 39 teams gridded for the 
noon start with two riders tangling 
handlebars on the start/finish line as 
the race started, halting the action. 
The second start saw the Po Folks 
Kawasaki 1000ELR spew oil in the 
high speed section at turn 11 as the 
field was completing the first lap. 
This started a chain reaction accident 
involving six bikes. 

On the 1:00 p.m. restart, everything 
went smoothly. Hammer grabbed the 
lead and was 150 yards out front by 
lap two over Quester/Sullivan's Suz- 
uki GS1100ES, the Kawasaki GPz750 
of Team Roswell and a repaired Po 
Folks entry. 

Hammer began to run away from 
the field and held a three lap lead at 
the end of one hour with Po Folks 
second and Team Roswell third. The 
Team Hurst Yamaha FJ600 was 
fourth over Quester. 

Turns five and 12 continued to 
take their toll as the surface con- 
tinued to break up while various 
mechanical problems added to the 
attrition. Hammer.continued.an. their 














rapid pace with Hurst scrambling to 
second over the Suzuki 1000 of M&N 
Racing. Quester dropped Po Folks to 
fifth. Positions two through five were 
all on the same lap at the end of hour 
two. 


Just into hour three, Lady Luck 
frowned on Po Folks again as rider 
Dale Burroughs pitted with a sick 
engine. Tuner Tommy Sterns went 
to work. “We cracked two or three 
piston rings earlier causing excessive 
oil blow-by,” said Sterns. "I guess 
Dale just ran out of oil and the engine 
seized." The Po Folks crew finally 
decided to change the engine and 
spent 52 minutes in the pits doing so. 
They dropped to 29th, but moved to 
18th overall by the finish. 


As the third hour came to an end, 
Hammer held a six lap advantage 
over Quester. Consistent, trouble-free 
racing moved Team Roswell to third 
ahead of Team Hurst. 

'The Hammer entry kept the gas on 
in hour four and added another lap to 
their leading margin. Roswell slowed, 
allowing the Klotz/Northridge Yam- 
aha FJ1100 to move into fourth, just 
two laps ahead of them. 

Drama came into the picture again 
as the final hour began. Just before 
Dave Boggess took his turn on the 
Quester bike he said, “Only minor 
things are a problem right now. Other 
than the clutch slipping, we're run- 
ning great." Lady Luck made him 
eat his words a short time later as 
Boggess hit the embankment going 
into turn one at high speed. He was 
uninjured, but the bike was through 
for the day. “I was experiencing false 
neutrals going into third gear,” said 
Boggess. "Then the transmission 
made a clicking noise and apparently 
locked up." 

Kevin Schwantz, who had been in 
third and on the same lap as Quester, 
inherited second for Team Hurst. 
Team Roswell was one lap behind in 
third with the Northridge Yamaha 
entry in fourth over Speed Boys and 
their Yamaha FJ600. 

The drama continued and it was 
Hammer’s turn to strike bad luck. 
With 40 minutes to go, suspected 
electrical problems began to plague 
the entry, and the Hammer crew 
quickly replaced the battery. "Right 
now we don't know what the problem 
could be," said tuner Ward Ring. 
The problem continued until, with 
12 minutes left, rider Joey Osowski 
came by the pits with the bike sound- 
ing like it was on its last legs. He 
stopped just beyond the pits, but was 
able to get the engine running again 
and limped to the win. 

“T think a header pipe came loose 
in the last laps," said Osowski. “The

RZ350 pipe and 


modification 
, comparison 








By John Ulrich 








Yamaha's RZ350 comes to the U.S. equip- 
ped with a complicated emissions control 
system of air injection pipes and catalytic 
converters. It's still fun to ride, but the 


extra equipment adds about 10 
pounds to the bike and detracts 
from performance. 

We'll be honest: we like per- 
formance more than we like clean air, 
and, thanks to a wonderful thing 
known as the First Amendment, we 
can tell you how to make dirtier air 
and get more performance, Envir- 
onmental Protection Agency be 
damned. 

The quick route to more power is 
to bolt on exhaust pipes. That's espe- 
cially true if you've put street miles 
on an RZ350, because carbon accum- 
ulating in the pipes will reduce per- 
formance significantly. 

A good running RZ350, for exam- 
ple, will run the quarter mile in 13.20 
seconds with a terminal speed of 99 
mph when new. But the test bike seen 
here slowed down to run strings of 
13.50-bracket passes at 97 mph after 
2000 street miles. 

So we bolted on a set of Toomey 
Racing pipes. The Toomey pipes are 
designed and built by Stuart Too- 
mey, who wrenched on Freddie 
Spencer's NS500 in 1982, working 
with Erv Kanemoto in Europe. 

The Toomey pipes are lighter (5.0 
pounds each, compared to 13.00 
pounds each for U.S.-legal stock 
pipes) and more stylish, looking like, 
well, racing pipes. They have alumi- 
num silencers, and the silencers can 





be rebuilt by removing a snap ring. 
'The chamber hangers are two trian- 
gulated steel straps welded to the 
expansion chambers on the end and 
both sides; and there's a center-stand 
stop built onto the left pipe. If they're 
styled like race pipes, they're also 
priced like race pipes: $300 per set. 

With the Toomey pipes installed 
and with stock jetting, the RZ350 ran 
12.67 sec. @ 104.89 mph. After the 
standard 230 carb main jets were 
replaced with 370 main jets and the 
manifold boots leading from the air- 
box to the carbs were removed, the 
stocker with Toomey pipes ran a best 
of 12.61 sec. (9 105.50 mph, with a 
close spread of 12.6-bracket runs sur- 
rounding that best pass. 

With the Toomey pipes the RZ 
became more wheelie prone; best 
power was made around 10,000 to 
10,500, and the bike stayed on the 
power band when shifted at 10,000 
rpm. 

On the other hand, the Toomey 
pipes sounded like race pipes, loud, 
with a sharp bark as revs increased. 
Ever stand behind a TZ250 screaming 
away from a dead start? That's what 
the Toomey-equipped RZ350 sounds 
like. 

The next stage was to try a set of 
RSC Hyperformance pipes made in 
Japan by Noguchi, a well-known 
Yamaha hop-up company. The pipes 
sellfor $350 and have riveted-together

aluminum silencers. The chamber 
hangers are single pieces of steel 
strap, welded at the end' only, and 
there is no centerstand stop. When 
installed, the expansion chambers 
touch the inside of the lower fairing 
and make burn marks. 

The RSC/Noguchi pipes weigh 
3.75 pounds each. 

For the run with these pipes, we 
left the jetting as set for the Toomey 
pipes; 370 main jets with the air box 
disconnected. 

'The Yamaha's best pass with these 
pipes was 12.57 sec. @ 106.25 mph, 
and each pass was quicker and faster 
than the one preceeding it. But the 
RSC pipes are outrageously loud; 
each launch sounded like the start of 
a Formula Two race. And while peak 
power was obviously increased, the 
powerband was reduced. The Yamaha 
had to be powershifted at 11,000 rpm 
or else it fell off the powerband — 
below 10,000 rpm — when it went 
into the next gear. 


On the powerband, at high rpm, 
the Yamaha wheelied suddenly when 
the throttle was wacked open in the 
lower gears. 

More can be done to make an 
RZ350 run than simply bolt on pipes, 
and Gary Schumate of Specialists II 
specializes in doing just that. So we 
tried out Schumate's own RZ350, set 
up with Imm milled off the cylinder 
head, 30mm Mikuni carbs (stock carbs 
are 26mm) anda set of his own pipes. 
Schumate's pipes have aluminum 
silencers that come apart for rebuild- 
ing whena snapring is removed. The 
pipes weigh 5.5 pounds each, have 
triangulated two-piece chamber hang- 
ers welded at the end and sides, and a 
centerstand stop. They sell for $225 a

Schumate's bike had an excellent 
powerband and was much quieter 
than the stocker equipped with 
Toomey or RSC pipes. 


Which brings us to the French- 
model RZ350 illegally imported into 
this country by a good friend of ours,

atMid-America 


WENTZVILLE, OH, MAY 26-27 
Quester/Sullivan Racing, with 
Mike Harlow and Jerry Holm 
riding, turned in 445 laps on 
the 2.8-mile Mid-America Race- 
way circuit to take a close win after 
six hours over Team Wanker in the 
second round of the series. It was the 
team's second overall win aboard 
their Arai/Bassani/Dunlop/Lock- 
hart/Weigl-sponsored Suzuki 
GS1100. 

Team Po Folks grabbed the lead on 
the start over Quester and Wanker, 
and stayed out front for the first hour. 

Going into the second hour the Po 
Folks Kawasaki began to develop a 
wobble in the back end.“I was going 
down the front straight, turned around 
and saw the back wheel vibrating 
wildly," said a dejected Dale Bur- 
roughs. Po Folks tuner Tommy 
Stearns discovered a problem with 
therear hub and manager Bill Trow- 
bridge called it quits. With Po Folks 
out, Wanker inherited the lead. 

While in the lead in hour three, 
Dick Blanton crashed the Wanker 
entry, but quick work by Dick and 
the crew enabled Wanker to re-enter 
the race in second behind Quester. 

Excitement was building as Ques- 
ter maintained nearly a two-minute 
edge over Wanker in the fifth hour, 
but Quester was anticipating a tire 
change which would take about three 
to four minutes. The race boiled 
down to a strategy game — should 
Quester slow down to preserve their 
rear tire or change the tire and ride 
harder for the remainder of the race? 
A decision was made on the last pit 
stop to try to go the distance. Jerry 
Holm motored out of the pits with 
less than an hour to go and a 55 
second lead over Wanker. 

"T could definitely tell the tire was 
going," said Quester's Harlow. “It 
would have given Wanker too much 
of an advantage if we would have 
changed tires, so we decided to go for 
it" 












With just minutes to go, Holm was 
running 10 to 15 seconds off the pace 
Quester had maintained earlier in the 
race and Wanker was closing fast. 
Holm lifted his hand in victory before 
the finish line not knowing Wanker 
was right behind him and closing. “I 
didn't know Wanker was that close,” 
said Holm. “I saw the checkered flag 
and was just glad the race was over.”’ 
Holm was even more glad when he 
saw the completely bald rear tire: The 
final results showed Quester was a 
lap up on Wanker. 

The story of the rain-shortened 
Sunday sprints was the performance 
of Texas rider Kevin Schwantz who 
completely dominated the event on 
his Yamaha RZ350 and came away 
with seven class wins. .

AMA opposes 
55 mph national 
speed limit 


WESTERVILLE, OH, MAY 25 
Following the overwhelming 
response of its members, the 
American Motorcyclist Associ- 
ation has adopted an official 
position opposing the 55-mph na- 
tional speed limit and advocating 
that the power to set maximum speed 
limits be returned to state govern- 
ments. 

This action comes as a result of two 
recent editorials on the national speed 
limit in the AMA's monthly maga- 
zine, American Motorcyclist, the lat- 
ter of which requested that members 
let the Association know their feel- 





ings on the speed limit. Those 
responses were featured in the maga- 
zine's June issue, with 92 percent of 
the more than 600 respondents oppos- 
ing the federal government’s reluc- 
tance to return speed-limit jurisdic- 
tion to the states. 

Faced with an Arab oil embargo, 
the federal government in 1974 took 
away the states' power to set speed 
limits and declared a national 55- 
mph maximum in an attempt to save 
fuel. Though the action was origi- 
nally intended to be temporary, Con- 
gress made the speed limit law and 
highway safety activists soon began 
claiming that the lower limit was 
responsible for a dramatic decrease in 
traffic deaths. 

However, closer study shows that 
the decline which occurred with the 
lowering of the speed limit in many 
states was just part of a decades-long 
drop in the fatality rate. Other fac- 
tors, such as better vehicles, improved

highways, safer drivers and decreased 
driving during bad economic times, 
have played a greater role in reducing 
highway deaths than the national 
speed limit, the AMA believes. 

"The Association contends that states 
should once again be free to create 
speed limits based on highway design, 
traffic volume and road condition. 

"Because the national speed limit is 
a federal law, the AMA's Government 
Relations Department will take up 
the issue with the U.S. Congress. Stiff 
opposition is expected on Capitol 
Hill, and the Government Relations 
staff anticipates a difficult fight, judg- 
ing from the fate of similar speed- 
limit legislation. 

"It will be-necessary that we have 
the support of all of the nation's like- 
minded motorcyclists in this venture,” 
commented AMA Vice President for 
Government Relations Rob Rasor. 
“We urge all concerned riders to 
write to their U.S. representative and 





senators in support of the AMA's 
position on the speed limit. Without 
the active backing of motorcyclists 
from all over the country, we don't 
expect to get very far."

BMW’s new wonder factory:

There have been many changes at BMW's 
Spandau factory in West Berlin over the past 
decade — the most noticeable being the 
increase in automation. 


'The last time I visited the 


Spandau factory was in 1971. 
Then, 450 workers — mostly 
migrant Yugoslavs and Turks 


— were turning out 35 Series 5 Boxer 
twins a day, girls were pin-striping 
the fuel tanks by hand and the bosses 
were talking of expanding the factory 
to provide an ultimate 40,000 a year 
production. 

Ten years later, the workforce had 
more than quadrupled, production 
had reached 150 a day (32,000 a year), 
the girls were still pin-striping the 
fuel tanks — and the BMW board 
back at the Munich headquarters 
secretly considered getting out of the 
falling motorcycle market altogether! 

Today, almost $140-million and 
three years later, bike production at 
the former wartime aero-engine fac- 
tory is nearly 160 a day and rising, the 
girls are still pin-striping the Boxer 
tanks and fairings by hand — and the 
bosses are confidently predicting 
they'll reach a daily production of 
200-plus a day (45,000 a year), by the 
end of 1985. And, no doubt, when 
they do, those dexterous ladies will 
still be doing their extraordinary ac- 
curate task by hand! 


24 By then too, a new paint shop will 
h 


ave been commissioned, opening 





the final bottle-neck and allowing an 
increase in production of the machine 
voted “Bike of the Year” in five coun- 
tries — the K100. 

Already K100 production has out- 
stripped that of the twins and accounts 
for 18,000 of the current 32,000 
a year total production. By the end of 
1985, K-series production alone 
should have reached the 27,000 to 
30,000 mark — and that figure could 
include a smattering of the K75 three 
cylinder 750s now expected to be 
unveiled to the press later this year 
and released sometime in 1985. 

There were signs they were well on 
the way when I spotted a rackful of 
three cylinder 120 degree crankshafts 
during my tour of the factory. BMW 
executives reckoned these were for 
prototype testing, but I counted nearly 
a dozen crankshafts. For a company 
BMW'ssize, that'sa lot of prototypes... 

The 750cc triple will no doubt be a 
relatively light machine — at least 
when compared against the current 
crop of Japanese 750s — and may 
even be used as the basis of a Formula 
One/Endurance racer by the factory. 
If so, then it will almost certainly 
have a four-valves-per-cylinder head 
that has its development background 
in Formula Two car racing engine 
design. 





On top of that, the horizontally- 
inclined K100 four cylinder engine 
itself is likely to be destined for a 
four-wheeler of some sort. Specula- 
tion is that it may either be fitted to a 
small BMW car yet to be unveiled, or 
supplied to an outside constructor. 


Though the massive investment in 
West Berlin had been subsidized by 
generous government tax incentives, 
the K100 Four and the expensive 
machines that build it will have to be 
amortized with other uses. So far, 
annual turnover is still less than the 
$140 million investment during the 
past four years. 

Already one third of Spandau's 
18,000 strong workforce is dedicated 
to producing BMW car parts — such 
as disc brakes and manifolds. The 
rest are gradually changing from un- 
skilled assembly workers to become 
expensive skilled mechanics. They 
have to keep the factory working. 


So far, automation is mainly con- 
centrated on building the motorcycle 
engines with computerized numeri- 
cal controlled (CNC) tools which

have been developed specifically for . 


BMW. These machines are currently 
operating at half their capacity — 
about 100 K100s a day and around 60 
twins. - 

Machines like the mighty Wied- 
erman, with its 156 automated tools, 
bore and machine the lower crank- 
case with uncanny and extreme accu- 
racy measured in microns. Many more 
machines of similar exactitude made 
in Germany, the United States and 
Britain do similar jobs.

Outside suppliers provide most of 
the castings — like the crankshaft 
forgings — which on arrival at Span- 
dau are left in the care of machines to 
be machined, balanced and even X- 
rayed for any weakness. Balancing is 
no longer left to the operator to 
decide but to a computerized robotic 
device that not only gives an ultrafine 
mirror finish to each bearing surface 
and drive tooth, but indicates that it 
needs to be returned to the balancer 
for the final touch. 

Valve seats and valve guides are 
cooled in liquid nitrogen at -338? F 
and then automatically pressed into 
cylinder heads. In assembly a machine 
tests valve clearances. 

The one-time electro-plating divi- 
sion, which along with the old Hall 
Fiveand new Hall Six have been vastly

modernized, uses its bright work ex- 
pertise for engine construction. Now 
fully automated, it takes the one- 
piece aluminum engine blocks and 
gives each bore a 120-micron surface 
of nickel and silicon. This first-ever 
bike bore to get the ''Scanimet" 
Nikasil plating process is then honed 
to 38 microns and tested to great 
accuracy. Every now and then a “‘li- 
ner" is removed from a bore to mea- 
sure the accuracy of the wall thickness. 

Gearboxes designed by BMW are 
made by Gertrag and are brought in 
fully built-up. Robots put on and 
tighten the nuts of the head and 
crankcase. Eventually it all goes to- 
gether. It takes two hours in all. That 
is twice as long as it takes to build a 
Boxer twin but is the same as an 
equivalent four-cylinder car engine. 
Completed engines come off the 
mainly robotic production line every 
five and a half minutes and are then 
run.by an auxiliary motor to. check 








friction and crank end-float, com- 
pression and oil pressure. 

Final assembly takes place along a 
moving 165-place automated C-frame 
hangar line. Each C-frame can be 
adjusted to suit the operator's height 
and twisted and turned through 360? 
to save the operator stretching and 
bending. K100 and flat twins come 
down the same time. Men are more 
economical than machines at mak- 
ing frame welds, but that too will 
eventually change. 

Most of the K100 content such as 
forgings and castings come from 
Gerlach and some engine parts from 
BMW Munich. Frames are built at 
Berling-Reinickdendorf because of 
lack of space in Spandau. As BMW 
put it: “Welding manipulators 
(robots) are only slowly being intro- 
duced in this BMW subsidiary and the 
robot developed for the K100 had not 
quite completed its apprenticeship. 
Thus, hand-welding still reigns here

with every seam welded by the book.” 

Says Klaus Krawell, a master in 
BMW frame construction: “Manipu- 
lators and robots will have their day 
only when they can work as well as or 
better than humans.” 

BMW reckons it would need a run 
of 30,000 bikes a year for each model 
before the Spandau works could be 
fully automated. Meanwhile, at the 
end of the production line, each ma- 
chine is taken off for a 2.5-mile test 
run — without leaving the factory. 

In 1971 they were tested along a 
special narrow closed-in track where 
one test rider tested the 35 production 
Boxers a day. Nowadays, the K-100s 
and Boxers finish at the test cell 
where two riders do 2.5-miles on each 
machine — on rollers. Each rider 
tests between 75 and 80 machines a 
day — 994 miles a week going no- 
where! 

After that, robotics take over again. 
The tested bike is placed on a pallet 





that is guided along a track to be first 
automatically sprayed with protec- 
tive grease then completely shrunk- 
plastic covered, sealed, boxed, ad- 
dressed by computer and delivered to 
the storage bay ready to go 40 to a 
container. 

It may not be the most automated 
bike factory in Europe — Piaggio’s 
Italian plant producing monocoque 
framed Vespa scooters has perhaps a 
bit more automation in frame build- 
ing — but Spandau is certainly the 
most advanced. 

And it won't end there. Spandau 
boss Hans Glass told us. ‘‘We haven't 
yet reached the ultimate. More sophis- 
ticated technology will come — both 
in production techniques and in the 
bikes themselves. There will be more 
electronics, including anti-lock brakes 
like those currently used on cars, and 
more engine management systems.

one who will remain nameless. This 
particular friend is a wizard mechanic, 
a man who can make stock-appearing 
motorcycles run quite well. 

His RZ isa case in point. In comes, 
from the factory, with main and pilot 
jets one size richer than the U.S.-legal 
version, and its pipes, like the pipes 
installed on bikes destined to every- 
place except the U.S., hold no cata- 
lytic converters. 

Those pipes are lighter, 5.5 pounds 
lighter to be exact, but otherwise look 
like the stock U.S. versions. 

Beyond that, this man's RZ350 has 
1.25mm milled off the head, standard 
U.S. gearing (two more teeth on the 
rear sprocket than a Euro-model), 
and some careful porting. 

The standard cylinder has a bridged 
intake port, with a left and right 
window; our man kept each port’s 
width and height overall stock but 
removed the bridge, creating one large 
window. He matched the exhaust 
ports to the powervalve assemblies, 
widening the exhaust port of each 
cylinder atits top, while maintaining 
stock port height. 

Then he reshaped the transfer ports, 
removing metal to change the smooth 
arc each port usually makes into the 
cylinder; the reshaped ports make 
abrupt turns into the cylinder instead. 

The porting alone, our friend told 
us, killed the bike’s mid-range power. 
But milling the head restored the 
punch. 

He wasn’t kidding. This motorcy- 
cle was the torquiest RZ we rode all 
day, running out of power at 9500 
rpm but pulling very strongly when 
powershifted at that rpm, and at 
every rpm above 7500. The bike's best 
pass was 12.75 sec. @ 104:89 mph. 

Best of all, this motorcycle was as 
quiet as stock, non-offensive, and 
fast. 

Our friend wondered how his bike 
would run with Toomey pipes in- 
stalled. It sounded interesting to us, 
and we tried it. Jetting remained 
unchanged, with the airbox in place. 

Sometimes it’s easy to tell when 
you've got a good combination, and 
this was one of those times. With the 
Toomey pipes the Euro RZ stood 
straight up when the throttle was 
rolled on from 5000 rpm; it shot out 
of the start when the clutch was 
slipped, and accelerated much harder. 

The best pass? 12.20 sec. @ 111.38 
mph. 

Those results made us wonder how 
well the Spec II pipes would work on 
the Euro RZ. The answer was 12.54 
sec. @ 106.13 mph. 

That's the price one pays for quiet 
pipes; we also believe the Spec II bike 
with milled head and bigger carbs 
didn'trun better because it was jetted 
far too rich. 

The next logical move would have 
been to run the Euro bike with the 
RSC/Noguchi pipes, but we ran out 
of time and hit the road. 

All things considered — construc- 
tion, price, powerband and noise 
level — the best combination is the 
ported cylinder, milled head, and

Discounting noise, the best com- 
bination is all of the above with 
Toomey pipes. Those changes make 
the RZ350 an exciting, quick, wheel- 
standing roadster with the power of a 
650 and none of the bulk. 

And that's worth a few grams of 
extra hydrocarbons floating around 
the atmosphere. e.

Husky's dynamic duo 
does it again

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JUNE 2 


Team Husqvarna riders Dan Smith and Dan 
Ashcraft scored yet another victory at this 
year's running of the Baja Internacional, 
which was moved to California at the last 


minute and renamed the Baja 


in Barstow. They were the second 
bike to leave the starting line, 
at 5:26 am, and quickly moved 
into lead position, which they held 
until the finish. Team Honda's Bruce 
Ogilvie and Chuck Miller, on an 
XR500, were the nearest competition, 
closing to within a minute and a half 
atone point until the header pipe fell 
off, causing the bike to lose power. 
Ogilvie, a retired desert racer, was a 
last minute replacement for the in- 
jured Kevin Hopkins, who wasn't yet 
ready to ride. 

'The surprise (to many) victor of 
the 250cc Class 21 was the team of 
Dave Chase and Brett Howell. They 
crossed the line just five minutes 
ahead (on corrected time) of Yamaha- 
mounted riders David Wasden and 
Ed Pierce. The pre-race favorites, 
Scott and Kent Pfeiffer, suffered a 
slow bike and rear wheel problems, 
settling for fourth in class. Kent said, 
“I pre-ran without any water in the 
radiator, and the engine blew up 





about a mile out. I took it home and 
tried fixing it, but I couldn't get it 
right in time for the race.” The Garth 
Sweetland/Mark Hildebrand team 
was third. 

Cagiva North America-sponsored 
riders Ed and Jeff Foland took Class 
20 (125cc) over Steven Buckley and 
Bob Johnson. Buckley later contested 
the win, stating that the engine dis- 
placement was too large for the class. 
He put up the $250 necessary to tear 
down the Italian machine, but it was 
found to be legal, and Foland received 
the posted funds. 

After eight teams dropped from the 
competition prior to the race, only 
three bikes were entered in Class 38, 
for riders over 38 years of age. Richard 
Jackson and Gary Colbert, on the 
1983 Smith/Ashcraft Husky, took the 
top honors there. 

Steve Subith and Bill Harris, rid- 
ing a Horída, were the quickest bike 
in Class 30, SCORE’s division for 
riders over 30. Ten minutes back in 
second were Wes Anderson Jr., and 
Wayne Carlton. 
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Brett Howell, at the controls of the 
winning Class 21 Husky. 


Ed and Jeff Foland won Class 20 
by seven minutes. 





The most unique aspect of this 
year’s Baja race was that it wasn’trun 
in Baja. Due to conflicts with the 
Mexican government, a last-minute 
rescheduling moved the race to Lu- 
cerne Valley, 25 miles south of the 
desert community of Barstow. Accor- 
ding to SCORE president Sal Fish, 
“The course simulates many parts of 
Baja. It contains tight, rocky sec- 
tions, silty sand washes, and high- 
speed open-desert sections." The main 
differences, says Fish, are that, ‘‘there 
are no river crossings, no summit or 
big elevation changes, and no pine 
forests.” 


Class 22 


Three-time World Motocross 
Champion Gaston Rahier never 
turned out for registration on Friday, 
so the BMW Motorrad GmbH entry 
was scratched. Larry Roeseler and 
Kurt Pfeiffer also failed to show. 

Some champions were on hand, 
though, and they were again the 
winners by the end of the three, 107- 
mile designated laps. Smith and Ash- 
craft continued a winning streak that 
should carry them to the top of 
SCORE'’s points championship once 
again this year. "I didn't have any 
problems at all," said Ashcraft. Smith 
said, “Me either, except early this 
morning. The bushes were throwing 
shadows across the trail, and I hit a 
rock I didn't see, and did a big ol' 
sixth-gear clicker. Other than that, 
everything went great.” 

Their elapsed time of five hours, 19 
minutes worked out to an average of 
60.202 mph. 

When Ogilvie finished, he said, 
"I'm ready to go another two laps.” 
Although he and Miller had closed to 
within a couple of minutes of the 
leaders, when the pipe fell off, “it 
made the bike run like a 125." Ogil- 
vie rode the last 45 miles of each lap. 
He did his pre-running on Thursday 
and Friday, after taking care of pit 
duties as Honda's ATC team coordi- 
nator. 

Things didn't go so well for every- 
body. Wayne Schmidt, on an XR500, 
crashed just into the second loop. He 
rode back to the pits with a dazed 
look in his eyes and one hand tied to 
the handlebar. Schmidt told the med- 
ical crew he was OK, but later ended 
up in the hospital. 

Jim Buckingham and Bradley Skri- 
ver also had problems, and didn't 
complete the initial round. Skriver, 
crashed after checkpoint one, but 
didn't notice a rear flat when they 
changed riders at check two. With 
Buckingham aboard, just five min- 
utes away, the tire came apart. When 
he returned to the check to replace the 
wheel, his crew had already left. They 
decided to retire there. 

Bill Boyer and Gary Jones, who 
ran well at the Parker 400, suffered 
problems stemming from a clogged 
air filter, and had to settle for fifth in 
class. The filter clogged up on Boyer 
80 miles into the race. When Jones 





took over, the problem continued. 
He could only reach a speed of 40 
mph on the fast, dry lake. He stopped 
to clean it with gas, only to have it 
clog up again. 

Chuck Pettigrew and Lonnie Law- 
rence, mounted on a Can-Am two- 
stroke, finished in third position, 28 
minutes behind Ashcraft. It is the 
best SCORE finish in recent history 
for the marque. 

Neil Woolridge trekked all the way 
from South Africa to race at the Baja 
in Barstow 500km. He rode to a 
fourth place finish with Mark Davies, 
on a Honda CR480, with a time of 
6:19:50.36. 


Class 21 


Although Howell suffered a front 
flat 23 miles from the start, the quick- 
est bikes to complete the first lap were 
those of the top two class finishers, at 
one hour, 55 minutes. Just behind 
them were the Pfeiffer brothers, at 
1:57. Glenn Campolla, riding an 
XR250 out of Long Beach, Califor- 
nia, broke a footpeg just after the first 
pit, and had difficulties getting it 
repaired. It took him nearly three 
hours to complete a lap. 

Chase picked up some speed on lap 
two, clicking off a 1:52 lap. Wasden 
and Pierce lost another couple min- 
utes, coming in after a 1:56 lap. “We 
had planned to split each lap in 
half," said Wasden, “but couldn't get 
everything arranged and had to ride 
one whole lap each, then we split the 
last lap. I hadn't pre-run the first 50- 
mile section of the course. That's 
where we lost some time." 

On the last lap, Kent Pfeiffer expe- 
rienced rear wheel bearing problems. 
The bearings came out of the wheel, 
causing a potentially dangerous situ- 
ation. To a racing team as exper- 
ienced as Roy's Boys, all it meant was 
a loss of 10 to 15 minutes in elapsed 
time, dropping them to fourth, by a 
minute and a half. 

At 11:17 a.m. Saturday morning, 
Howell crossed the finish line to 
claim the win. Five minutes later, 
Wasden rode his Gary Griffin/Mont- 
clair Yamaha/P & G Equipment Ren- 
tals/Lubradyne/Ohlins-sponsored 
‘84 YZ250 through. 

The Sweetland/Hildebrand entry, 
a water-cooled Husky 250CR, received 
the checkered flag while Kent Pfeiffer 
was visible from the finish area. 
Sweetland earned the third-place 
money. 


Class 38 


The solo-riding winner of the San 
Felipe 250, Jackson, teamed with 
Colbert to take their class win by 
nearly 17 minutes over Honda CR500 
riders Hal Bankhead and Ron Gray. 
The Husky riders left the starting 
line 30 seconds after Bankhead, and 
were physically 24 seconds ahead at 
the completion of the initial lap. Lou 
Peralta and Gene Dempsey started 
first, but were down by 23 minutes by 
the start of lap two. 














Richard Jackson d Gary Colbert 
were the victors in Class 38. 


Jackson and Colbert stretched their 
lead to seven minutes by the time they 
began the final circuit, and the Peral- 
ta/Dempsey team fell to 45 minutes 
in back of second. 

The positions held to the finish, 
with Jackson's Fabriform/Up-Tite 
Husqvarna/Maxima-sponsored racer 
taking the checkered flag first in a 
time of six hours, 16 minutes, 15 
seconds.

Brubaker took that same 550 
into the Superbike race against the 
750 machines; by the seventh lap he 
had passed Shorts, and took second at 
the end of the 10- -lap event. “Shorts 
kept cutting me off,” said Brubaker 
afterwards. “I had trouble getting 
around him.” 

Shorts took third over Mark 
Thomas, who battled race-long with 
Chris Mencher; Thomas protested 
the legality of Shorts’ motor. Shorts 
won the protest; he was found to be 
legal. 

"I'm glad he had me torn down,” 
said Shorts.

Moore moves

LAS VEGAS, NV, MAY 19-20 
With nearly half of the overall 
wins going to local hotshoes at 
the National Motosports Asso- 
ciation's qualifier in Las Vegas, 
Valencia, California rider Bobby 
Moore stole the show with a nearly 
perfect two-day riding display.

With the locals being 
certain you had to fall at least once 
each moto, Moore was able to let the 
ever-changing track conditions only 
get him once, and then he managed 
to work back to second by race end. 
As the gate 'ell on the Mini Expert 
Stock class on Sunday, Moore exten- 
ded his streak »f holeshots and began 
to move out on the field. Looking as 
impressive as ariy of the locals who 
know the ins and outs" of this track, 
Moore did get a bit too aggressive 
over the double jumps in the back- 
straight. With only a few of the Pro 
riders able to clear the doubles in a 
consistant fashion, Bobby went for 
the 40 to 50 foot leap, only to end up 
off the track. This time Scott Brown 
and Eddie Hicks were only seconds 
behind and passed into first and 
second. The field quickly caught up 
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and Mike Healy led the pack on past 
leaving Moore in about eighth place. 
With the quickest machine over the 
fist 100 yards, Healy started to move 
on the leaders and began challenging 
for first. 

With two laps remaining, all eyes 
were focused Brown as he kept 
the Honda glued to he track as 
first Healy, then Hicks, took tumbles 
right out of concentration. Just before 
the white flag, Brown came into view 
without either Hicks or Healy, but 
with a charging Kawasaki of Moore 
in hot pursuit. The moto provided 
some excellent dicing and allowed 
Moore's domination to be at least 
tarnished by the moto win by Brown's 
Honda. The overall finishing order 
still gave Moore a triple with wins in 
all three Mini classes as Stock, Modi- 
fied, & 105cc Expert champion today. 
Brown picked his way to overall 
seconds in the Expert 105cc & Stock 
classes and a good third in the Modi- 
fieds.
